®" Salad-making fe an art, and you 


can be au artist. Have you ever 
thought of it that way? Remember, 
a good part of a salad’s attraction is 
its eye-appeal. A salad that is color- 


ful, gay and enticing will often do ¥ 


wonders with finicky appetites. 

If you think you're not artistic, 
you'll be amazed at the effects you 
can achieve simply by taking pains 
with every salad you make. You'll 
find that skill comes with practice. 
It may help to thihk of the salad as 
a picture. (Just imagine how it 
would look in a color photograph!) 
Try to have both contrast and har~ 
mony in your color scheme, and va- 
riety im the shapes of the different 
foods. Above all, keep your salads 
simple. 

After making -a successful “first 
impression,” of course you want the 
salad to live up to its looks. The 
first rule for taste-appeal is to have 
fresh foods fresh, and all ingredi- 
ents cold. Salad greens should be 
washed, drained and put in the re-
